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The airfield northeast of Tartu (58°22'n/26°W2'"), sstonian Sok, had a con~ 
crete Ms runway, about 30x2,100 meters, The runway was being widened by 9 meters. 
The excavated. oxoansion strip of an estimated depth of 25 to 30 cm was filled 
with squared stones and topped with concrete, A taxiway, 15x00 meters, was 
constructed in the western extension of the runway.
